For three days the battle was most 


hitter. The Marne runs, through Cha- 
teau-Thierry, dividing the town. One 
side was held by the 
enemy;

emy came on repeatedly 
from the

silencing the German guns.

attempted to advance. At times as 
many as nine waves of troops were 


'visible in this field, endeavoring to 


deliver success by this means, but 
Ihey were repulsed.

ful address which the Rev. C. W 
Whitman of Seymour delivered be- 
fore the Rush county common schoo 
graduates yesterday afternoon

the auditorium of the Graham Annex 
told the story of America's part in 
the spreading of democracy through 
the world as it had never been told 
before a Rushville audience. 


More than a 
thousand 
peopl 


crowded the auditorium to witness 
the exercises and despite the intense 
heat every available inch of stand- 
ing room was utilized on both the 
lower floor and balcony. One hundred 
and forty-two graduates were seat- 
ed by township rotation 
on 
the 


stage which was decorated for the 
occasion in American flags and flow- 
ers. 


As the graduates took their places 


on the platform, the orchestra play- 
ed a unmber of 
selections 
which 


was followed by the invocation ask- 
ed by the Rev. Mr. Clyde S. Black. 
At the close of another short musi- 
cal program the Rev. Mr. Whitman 
delivered, the feature address of thr 
afternoom.

"We have talked of German effi- 


ciency," declared the speaker in the 
opening sentences of his 
address, 


"and we have been taught that any- 
thing which came from Germany wa? 
the best because of the efficiency of 
the workers, and yet every invention 
/in wireless lines, every invention in 
mechanical lines during the past 
twenty-five years is placed at the 
door of America, 


"There is one line, however, in 


which the Prussians are more.effi- 
cient than our American Sammies 
orer there," emphasized the lecturer. 
"The paganism which under the di- 
rection of the military heads of Ber- 
lin lias led them to lay waste beau- 
tiful cities, to destroy art which can 
never be replaced, to burn churches, 
to disregard the Red Cross, to turn 
a deaf ear to the pleadings of old 
men, to women and to babes and to 
outrage European maidenhood, that 
paganism has turned to a white heat 
the smoldering resentment of Amer- 
ica whose brilliant young manhood, 
no longer able to stand by and wit- 
ness these outrages, was forced to 
unsheathe the sword of right and 
avenge Democracy.
